For 1926 the per capita con­ 
sumption figure was 
110.6 pounds, 
and in 1927, 110.1 pounds. 
Figures 
for 1928 are n t yet available. 
World consumption of all raw sug­ 
ar in the year 
ended 
August 30, 
1928, acording to an Austrian esti­ 
mate, was 28,375,A».,0 short tons, 
oi 
4.8 per cent more than in the corre­ 
sponding sugar of 1926-27, and 21.1 
per cent greater than in 1923-24. The 
gain is 
largely 
attributable to 
in­ 
creased 
consumption 
in 
Europe, 
where both production and 
import? 
have advanced. 
Europe’s 
total con­ 
sumption in 1927-28 was 40.5 
pei 
cent greater than in 1923-21. 
Small 
increases took place in Asia, Africa, 
and Australia.

A small detail not

eared for is apt to mar the 
entire 
picture. 
Such is the ease when mail boxes 
are im pro perl y erected 
on « rooked 
broken, decayed, or leaning posts. The 
dilapidated appearance of a roadsidi 
utility detracts very much from 
th« 
otherwise good impression made by 
th«1 general scenery 
along the road 
The State Highway Department ha: 
realized the truth in this fact anil has 
had under consideiation, 
since 
the 
beginning of its maintenance work, 
the proper erection and ear«* of 
man 
boxes along tin* Mate highways. 
In September, 1925, th«* postmas­ 
ters of all towns and eiti«*s 
in

State were asked to co-operate with

The Failure of the General 
Property Tax 
W 
HO luis not paid n property tax? 
Those who support »late aud 
local 
governments 
doubtless 
have, 
for these governments have relied 
greatly upon property taxes. 
The 
principle has been that the amount 
of property of an individual Is an 
indication of his ability to pay taxes. 
in order to levy a tax on the value 
of property, the value must be ascer­ 
tained. 
The task of doing this has 
usually been placed in the hands of a 
locally elected assessor, 
lie Is usual­ 
ly expected to complete his task in a 
few weeks’ time, while the pay is not 
sufficient to attract the most capable 
men. The fact that the assessor must 
depend upon the votes of those he 
assesses, has often resulted In favor­ 
itism in assessments. 
Most states have passed stringent 
laws in order to make the assessment 
of property effective. 
In Illinois, for 
example, the assessor must take oath, 
give bond, and Is subject to tine and 
imprisonment if he does not value nil 
property at its full value. 
The as­ 
sessed must take oath as to the ac­ 
curacy of the list given to the as­ 
sessor, and Is subject to tine and im­ 
prisonment should he falisfy. 
In ad­ 
dition, provision is made for the pub­ 
lication of the assessment list and 
for boards of review. 
A few figures taken from the as 
sessment list will show how utterly 
this stringent legislation has failed 
in the assessment of all property. 
In 
Cook county, the county in which 
Chicago Is located, there was returned 
to the assessor in 1920, 17,000 auto­ 
mobiles valued at $202 each; 1,000 
tire 
and 
burglar 
proof 
safes 
and 
vaults 
valued 
at 
$52 
each; 
7.000 
watches and clocks valued at $17 
each; diamonds and Jewelry valued 
at $202,000; and bonds and stocks 
valued at $1,407,000. 
This condition is nof peculiar to 
Cook county, Illinois, hut is the same 
wherever an attempt Is made to as­ 
sess all forms of property. In no case 
is there more than a very small frac­ 
tion of the money, stocks, bonds, mort­ 
gages and other personal 
property 
placed upon the tax books. 
This condition has caused a great 
deal of injustice. The property of 
some may be In the hands of trustees 
and easily listed; some may be lg - : 
norant of how the system works, and 
11 through this ignorance turn in prop-

erty to the assessor; some may be so

falsify a return, even In self-defense

these waters do not increase the hulk 
or alter the level of the sea. 
Many 
millions of tons o f w ater roll day by 
day into the Dead Sea, hut not

single ton of water is seen to roll out 
of it. 
The surface is generally mo­ 
tionless,

occasionally

stiff 
breezes will lash the sleepy waters in­ 
to activity. 
This vast expanse of mo­ 
tionless water is shut in by 2 steep 
and barren 
mountain 
ranges, 
the 
chain of Judea and the tableland 
of 
Moab, its shores as parched as 
the 
country around hearing no traces of 
vegetation of the existence 
of man, 
except the occasional 
hut 
of a Be­ 
douin, in keeping with its surround­ 
ings. 
What struck me as most curi­ 
ous w-as the impossibility of penetrat­

The Gasoline Tax 
T 
HE tax you pay on gasoline helps 
to 
make 
about 
$190,000,000 
a 
year In gasoline tax receipts. 
Oregon, 
in 1919, was the tirst state to levy 
such a tax. 
In this same year Colo 
rado, North Dakota, ami New Mexico 
levied a similar tax. 
The use of no 
other tax has been extended so rap 
Idly for at present there are but three 
states, New York, Massachusetts and 
Illinois—the Supreme court of Illinois 
In February having declared the tax 
as levied unconstitutional—which do 
not have the tax 
Practically the en­ 
tire revenue goes for the construction 
or maintenance of highways. 
The 
rate varies in different states fron 
one cent a gallon to five cents 
ft is but fair when the govern 
ment performs a special service for 
an individual that he should stand at 
least a part of the cost. Thus In 
paving streets the owners of abut­ 
ting property are made to pay a part 
if not all the cost of the improve 
ment. 
The construction and maintenance 
of highways, while of great social 
good, confer a special benefit on the 
motorist. 
The greater use he makes 
of the road, the greater I he benefit 
There Is a definite relation between 
the amount of gasoline consumed and 
the number of miles traveled, the 
weight of the car. and the wear and 
tear on the highway. 
A tax on gas­ 
oline, then. Is a fair way of charging 
the motorist for the benefit he re 
celves. 
It Is difficult to say Just what part 
of road costs should he borne by the 
motorists, hut whatever part It may 
he can better come from a gasoline 
tax than from the license fee. There 
Is no relation between $10 or $20 a 
year and the use made of the road 
A farmer may be able to use the 
road but a few months yet his license 
will be the same as one who may use 
the road every day In the year Jus 
tice would seem to indicate a small 
registration fee, and the reliance upon 
the gasoline tax for the desired rev­ 
enue. 
The use of the gasoline tax has 
been an aid to the pay-as-you-go policy 
of highway finance. 
The increasing 
maintenance costs as roads get older 
makes this desirable. The uncertainty 
of the life of a highway makes bor­ 
rowing for any long period of time 
an undesirable policy. 
The gasoline tax has the further ad­ 
vantage of being a method of receiving 
some payment from the out-of-state 
motorist for the roads he Is using. In 
some states such collections are not 
Inconsiderable. 
There Is no reason why the rates 
should vary so much in the different 
states, and any movement leading to 
uniformity should be encouraged.

OF MEAT IN SUMMER

With the advent of summer 
the 
housewife should keep in mind a few 
simple precautions in caring for the 
family supply of meat, and particu­ 
larly that which is purchased on Sat- 
ur day to use ovei the week-end. I he 
meat is in good condition when it nr 
rives from the market and the house 
wife can maintain it in this condi­ 
tion if she will 
follow 
these 
few 
rules laid down by the National Live 
Stock and Meat Board. 
As soon as the meat arrives home, 
is thould be unwrapped and placed in 
a clean refrigerator. 
The reason 
i 
this: 
When the meat is wrapped up 
at the shop a certain amount of 
air 
is enclosed in the paper. 
I his air is 
the same temperature as the air of 
the shop. If the paper os not remov 
ed the cold air of the refrigerator i< 
prevented from reaching the meat. 
Consequently the surface of the meat 
spoils. 
Meat, as well as every other food, 
should be protected from contamina­ 
tion. 
After meat is cook there is 
fre­ 


quently a large piece left over and it 
sometimes happens that the 
house­ 
wife puts tbis into the refrigerator 
while it is still warm. 
This is not a 
good practice because the warm meat 
heats the air of the refrigerat or 
so 
that other foods may 
be 
impaired, 
and also because a large 
piece 
of 
meat will often cool thoroughly 
on 


the surface but the niner portion may 
poil because it does not become rood. 
Warm meat should !«• cooled at room 
temperature before putting it in the 
ref rigerator.

BUT NOT FOR HATCHING 


out of the shell, there is no way 
on 
earth restoring it in such a way that 
it fan contribute to the building up 
of hone, musc le or nerve tissues in the 
baby chick. 
Exactly how long eggs 
may tie 
safely 
held 
before 
their 
hatching qualities are seriously 
a f­ 
fected cannot be arbitrarily stated. It 
is worthy of note, however, that many 
commercial 
hatcheries 
invariably 
show a very high percentage of eggs 
successfully hatched in each setting, 
and they are often set when from 10 
to 12 days old.

the 
famous story hy Kllis Parker Butler 
and to a great many people eggs 
is 
eggs, regardless of the waj in which 
they are to he used. 
When it 
con­ 
cerns eggs for any purpose but hatch­ 
ing, that view may be as good as any 
other, but eggs for hatching should 
certainly be selected with extreme 
care if best results are to be obtained. 
There is no great mystery about the 
process of making proper selection. 
On the contrary, it is a very simple 
matter. 
1 have seen so much of ran­ 
dom selection, however, that 
1 
am 
sure a few pointers on the subject 
will not be amiss. 
First of all, let me say what kind 
of eggs not to use. 
Discard all eggs 
that are 
small, 
abnormally 
large 
very dirty, irregularly formed 
and 
those with cracked, rough, thin 
or 
irregular shells. 
I would especially 
wain everyone against accepting the 
common belief that 
large eggs 
are 
best for hatching. 
Years of careful 
experimentation and close 
observa 
tion of the work of others has con­ 
vinced me that the average size egg 
of regular form and color is the best 
for hatching. 
The 
exact 
size will 
vary, of course, with different breed* 
The same is true of color. 
Any chick­ 
en rais *r can easily judge the size of 
eggs to use according to this advice 
and detailed instructions are not ne­ 
cessary. 
The hatching egg should he sound 
of shell. 
It should be 
smooth, free 
from uneven or rough spots; should 
not be mottled or uneven of 
color 
should not be thinner 
in one 
part 
than in another; 
should 
not 
havt 
ridges, bumps, humps or bulges, but 
should be as 
near 
to the true egg 
shape as possible. 
A slight uneven 
ness or variation from the ideal shapt 
does not necessarily mean poor hatch 
es, but if the unevenness of whatevei 
kind you may use is very noticeable 
better put such eggs aside for m ar­ 
ket or table use. 
Kggs with unusually thin or porou 
shells are undesirable for hatching 
The thin shelled egg is easily broken 
in turning. 
To many people 
it will 
come as a 
surprise when they learn that 
dirty 
eggs should not 
be used. 
I 
speak 
from experience, however, when 1 say 
that such is the case. 
Slightly soiled 
eggs may be used if they are 
first 
carefully cleaned by rubbing lightly 
with a damp cloth or sponge. 
If that 
will not clean them, they should 
be 
put aside for other uses. 
I'nder 
no 
circumstances should eggs be washed 
thoroughly. 
The thorough wetting 
and hard rubbing will 
destroy 
na 
tu re’s protective surface film, 
thus 
hastening evaporation of the 
con 
tents and allowing harmful odors to 
penetrate the porous shell. 
All eggs in any one hatch should 
be as nearly uniform as possible 
in 
size, weight and thickness of 
shell. 
They should also be of approximate 
ly the same age and from the sa 
variety of fowl. 
Thin shelled 
eggs 
hatch more easily, as a rule, 
than 
thick shelled ones. 
White 
eggs usu 
ally hatch more quickly than darker 
ones. 
Leghorn eggs will 
probably 
hatch 24 hours 
sooner 
than 
those 
from Plymouth Rocks. 
It will, three- 
fore, be easy to see why uniformity 
in all the ways just mentioned is de­ 
sirable whenever practicable. 
If this 
rule is followed, practicaly all 
eggs 
will hatch at or very near the 
same 
time, thus 
far 
greater chance 
for 
complete sueess than would be possi­ 
ble where eggs of 
widely 
varying 
characteristics are mixed together. 
I do not recommend the use of pul­ 
let eggs for hatching. 
All breeding 
hens should be of good size for 
the 
breed and from 1 to 2 years of age 
If pullets are used at all for breeders, 
they should be well matured, lay good 
aize eggs and be mated to old roost­ 
ers. 
Another 
important 
factor 
that 
greatly influences the 
chances 
for 
successful incubation is the 
relative 
freshnes of eggs. 
Those from 1 to 4 
or 6 days old show litle difference as 
to hatching quality, but 
after 
that 
they deteriorate rapidly. 
This is eas­ 
ily explained. 
A fresh egg contains 
just enough w ater to 
develop 
the 
embryo while it is gradually develop­ 
ing into a chick. 
As an egg shell is 
porous, the 
w ater 
will 
evaporate 
more or less rapidly, the exact 
de­ 
gree depending on the temperature 
And refative humidity of the place in 
which the eggs are kept. 
A fter that 
natural internal moisture has passed

HO has not paid n property tax? 
Those who support «lute aud 
local 
governments 
donhtl<*ss 
hnve, 
ft>r these governments have relied 
greatly upon property taxes. 
The 
principle has been that the amount 
of property of tin Individual is an 
Indication «»f his ability to pay taxes. 
in ord«*r to levy a tax on the value 
of property, the value must be ascer­ 
tained. 
The task of doing this has 
usually h« en placed in the hands of a 
locally elected asses8«»r. 
He is usual­ 
ly expected to complete his task in a 
few weeks’ time, while the pay is not 
sufficient to attract the most capable 
men. The fact that the assessor must 
depend upon the votes of those he 
assesses, lias often resulted in fuvor 
itism in assessments. 
Most stut**s have passed stringent 
laws in order to make the assessment 
of property effective. 
In Illinois, for 
example, the assessor must take oath, 
give bond, and is subject to fine and 
imprisonment if he does not value oil 
property at its full value. 
The as­ 
sessed must take oath as to the ac­ 
curacy of the list given to the as 
sessor, and is subject to fine and tin 
prisonment should lie fallsfy. 
In ad 
dltlon, provision is made for the pub­ 
lication of the assessment list and 
for boards of review. 
A few figures taken from the at 
sossment li>t will show how utterly 
tills stringent legislation tins failed 
in the assessment of all property. 
In 
Cook county, the county in which 
Chicago is located, there was returned 
to the assessor in 1020, 17,(XX) auto­ 
mobiles valued at $202 each; 1,000 
fire and burglar 
proof safes 
and 
vaults valued at 
$52 each; 
7.000 
watches and clocks valued at $17 
each; diamonds and Jewelry valued 
at $202,000; and bonds and stocks 
valued at $1,407,000. 
Tills condition is not* peculiar to 
Cook county, Illinois, hut is the same 
wherever an attempt Is made to as- 
s<*ss all forms of prtiperty. In no case 
is there more than a very small frac­ 
tion of the money, stocks, bonds, mort­ 
gages and other personal 
property 
placed upon the tux books. 
This condition has caused a great 
deal of Injustice. The property of 
some may be in the hands of trus»ees 
and easily listed; some may he Ig­ 
norant of how the system works, and 
through tlds ignorance turn in prop­ 
erty to the assessor; some may be so 
absolutely honest 'that they will not 
falsify a return, even in self-defense
